iHE Anthericum ferotinum, being found only on the raoft 
inacceffible alpine rocks of North Wales, has been feen by 
very few Britifh botanifts. Our fpecimen was communicated 
in a frefh ftate by J. W. Griffith, Efq. of Gam, a gentleman to 
whom we are indebted for many valuable particulars concern- 
ing the botany of his own fequeftered and romantic country, and 
who finds this plant in plenty on the rocks above the alpine 
valley of Cwm Idwel, Carnarvonfhire*, flowering in June or 
early in July, fo that the name ferotinum feems not very 
happily applied. 

The root is perennial, confining of a flender oblong curved 
bulb, with many fibres at its bafe. Stem from 3 to o inches 
high, folitary, ereel, round, fmooth, leafy, generally fimple 
and jingle -flowered, as Linn feus defines it; but Mr. Griffith 
has not unfrequently obferved it branched and bearing many 
flowers. Radical leaves flender, femicylindrical or angular, 
furmounting the flem ; the reft alternate, fhort, dilated at their 
bafe. Flower terminal, ereel, compared by Dr. Richardfon 
, to that,of Wood Sorrel (r. 762), which it at firft fight fome- 
what refembles, the petals being white, externally veined 
witbpurplifh red. Stamina thread -fh aped, fmooth. Germen 
fuperior, becoming at length an obtufe membranous three- 
lobed capfule, crowned with the flyle and invefted with the 
withered petals, and divided into 3 cells, containing mime* 
rous curved triangular (mated feeds,

Jr OR this plant alto we arc obliged to Mr. Griffith, whft 
difcovered it on the rocks about Cwm Idwel growing very" 
fparingly, flowering in June. It affords us a fortunate oppor- 
tunity of exhibiting, and fixing as a Brit'tlh fpecies, the certain 
plant of Linnaeus ; for, if Dr. Withering be right, the £. caf- 
fitofa of Hudfon is no other than Jacquin's mafcbeta, to which 
perhaps all the fynonyms, applied in Sp. PI. to the true cmfpi- 
to/a, really belong. Even the figure of Scopoli, the only one I 
ventured to quote in the Fl. Britannica, I am now fatisfied is 
rightly referred by Jacquin to his mufcoitta. 

The true S. ea/fpifofa, of which the Linnaran herbarium, 
contains abundant fpecimens, has a perennial root, crowned 
withdenfe tufts of flethy linear blunt leaves, each with a triple 
nerve beneath; of which the lowermoft are undivided, the 
reft three-cleft, fometimes five-cleft. Stem about two inches 
high, erect, bearing a few linear (rarely three-cleft) brafleas, and 
terminated by one or two large cream-coloured flowers. Calyx 
bemifpherical, clothed like the herbage with prominent, glan- 
dular, not woolly, hairs, but its teeth are fmoother and blunt. 
Petals obovate, entire, blunt, with a triple nerve. Germen 
almoft entirely inferior. 

It is much to be wifhed that fome accurate botanift would 
afcertain whether it be this fpecies, the mofcba,ta t or tfje mvf- 
foides, that grows about Amblefide.

Mr. Curtis has well diflinguilhed this from the common 
great-flowered Willow-herb, called (on account of its fmell) 
Codlings and Cream ; but he ought to have retained the name 
of farviflarum, previously given by Schreber and Withering. 
Mr. Hudfon has committed a different fault in taking the plant 
before us for the real E. birfutum of Linnteus ; whereas it is 
his variety 0. 

The root is perennial, fibrous and branched. Stem fcarcely 
2 feet high, timple, or but little branched, round, leafy, 
clothed with Toft woolly hairs. Leaves clothed with fimilar 
hairs, oppofite, feffile, minutely toothed; the upper ones alter- 
nate. Flowers in a terminal leafy corymbus, at length be- 
coming a fpike. Petals obcordate, rofe-coloured or purpHfh. 
Stigma four-cleft, in which particular this differs from the only 
two fpecies of Epilobium already figured in our work. 

The great E. birfutum above alluded to is eafily known by 
its creeping root, tall branching item, broad leaves, and much 
larger flowers.

V ERY common under hedges and in other Ihady places, 
where it flowers in May. As the fummer advances the leaves 
turn yellow, and the plant foon dies, fuwing its feeds in 
abundance. The young plants which fpring up from thena in 
autumn generally flower the next feafon, fo that the root is more 
properly annual than biennial. 

The ftem is upright, about a foot or more in height, leafy, 
a little branched in the upper part. Leaves alternate, on foot- 
ftalks, heart-fliaped, broad, toothed, veiny, of a deep Aiming 
green, and very fmooth.

ereft, long, quadrangular, which Iall is the molt certain 
character of Erjjimum, and obliges us to overlook the calyx^ 
whoEe leaves do not Hand fo dole together as the generic de-> 
fcriptkm requires. 

When bruifed this whole herb has a flrong fmell, which 
feems as it were the quinteflence of the peculiar acrid flavour 
common to the cruciform plants, heightened into that of garlic. 
Hence it has acquired the name of Sauce alone, and Ray tells 
us the country people eat it with bread and butter. It is cer- 
tainly the cheapeft article of the three,

A NATIVE of high rocky mountains, Tent us from Dur- 
ham by the Rev. Mr. Harriman. It has alfo been found in 
Wales and Scotland, but is confined to alpine fituations. 

The fronds grow in tufts, upright, 8 or 10 inches high, of 
a narrow lanceolate figure, rigid and harih, compofed of nume- 
rous alternate fertile fimple pinna or leaflets, which are bent a 
little downwards, and are of a lanceolate fbmewhat crefcent- 
fhaped figure, acute, fringed with brifily ferratures, and having 
a projecting angle at their bafe on the upper fide, while the 
under is Hoped or cut away. About half the leaflets, and thofe 
the uppermoft, are thickly fet with rourid fpots of fructification 
in a tingle line on each fide of the rib, each fpot covered with 
a round truly umbilicated involucrum. One or two fmaller 
dot* fometimes ftand on the projecting angle of the leaflet. 

This has often been fuppofed a mere variety of P. aculeate*, 
which, when tranfplanted from its native woods into an open 
garden, often dwindles away to the fixe of P. tmncbxlu, fee Pink. 
Pbyt. t. 180. /. 3, as Mr. W. Brunton of Rippon has proved 
by experiment. The Lonchitis however has the leaflets much 
lefs inclined to be lobed, and never auricled ; its fpots of fruc- 
tification are-thriee as large as in the other, and the plants are 
manifetUy different.

J. H E firft information of this as a native of Britain Was 
communicated to me by the Rev. T. Butt of Areley, Stafford- 
shire, who found it plentifully in a Wood near Bitfield Oxford - 
{hire. I hefitated to admit a plant fo common in gardens ; 
but Mr. Relhan having difcovered it at Hinton, Cambridge- 
mire, in his opinion certainly wild, I could no longer refute it 
a place in the Flora Brilannlca. It has probably been over- 
looked as one of the many varieties of the Common Honey- 
suckle, from all which however it is perfectly diftinft, and 
cafily to be known by the upper leaves being perfoliate, not to 
mention many other marks. It flowers in May or June. 

The woody twitting (tern climbs upon buihes and trees, and 
is clothed with oppofite entire fmooth leaves, glaucous beneath, 
all which are in fome degree connate by their footftalks, but 
one or two of the uppermoft pairs are perfectly united and 
perfoliate. The flowers grow in whorls, fefiile in the bofoma 
of thefe upper leaves, and are fragrant, yellowifh, with ablulb- 
coloured tube. Their ftru&ure is ringent, one fegment of the 
border being much deeper than the reft and greatly divaricated. 
Berries elliptical, orange-red, crowned with the almoft entire 
calyx. 

The fruit only in our figure is taken from a garden Specimen, 
the reft from a wild one gathered at Hinton by J. Holme Efq.

-I II I S elegant plant which decorates our hedges fo abun- 
dantly, and whole flowers perfume the air'fo delightfully in an 
evening or after rain, differs effentially from that in the laft 
plate in having all the leaves diftinft, not perfoliate, the flowers 
collected into an ovate head, not axillary, and the fruit crowned 
with a five-toothed calyx, inftead of the nearly entire rim 
obfervable in the other. The berries are alfo rounder, of a 
darker red, and often roughifh. The twining ftem climbs to 
a confi titrable height upon trees and bufhes. The leaves are 
entire, for the molt part feffile, generally of a full green and 
fmooth, paler beneath, often hairy, and in that cafe they are 
all over of a lighter hue. There fometimes occurs a remarkable 
variety with finuated, generally variegated, leaves, called the 
Oak-leaved Honeyfuckle. 

The Common Honeyfuckle is liable to many variations in 
the different degrees of fmoothnefs or hairinefs of its leaves, 
fruit and younger branches, as well as in the colour of its 
flowers, which are either externally of a deep red, or altogether 
of a pale yellowifh hue ; by the fea fide they are often quite 
green. We have not however been able to find any fpecific 
diftin&ion between thefe varieties. They all flower moil plenti- 
fully in June and July, but occasionally throughout the autumn 
alfo.

X H E white Harry blofibmt of this delicate plant prettily 
befpangle furze-bu flies, heath, and low broom, on a gravelly 
or fandy foil; and its herbage being concealed by the bufhes 
or grafs, and the ftalks of the panicle very flender, the flowers.

X T appears that this Melampyrum was not known to Mr, 
Hudfon. What he called M. Jylvatieum is the common 
pratenfe, fee our t. 113; and his pratenfe, adopted from Ray, 
is undoubtedly, as Dr. Withering firft fuggefted, only a variety 
of the fame. Mr. Lightfbot's herbarium proves the Scottifh 
frlvatictim to be right, and our wild fpecimens fent from the 
county of Durham by the Rev. Mr. Harriman, as well as 
others from Mr. Robfon, are the real plant of Lmnteus. It 
occurs only in mountainous woods or forefts, flowering in 
July, and the root is annual. 

This is rather fmaller than M. pratenfe, with which it 
otherwife much agrees in appearance. The item however is 
roughiih ; leaves more conftantly undivided ; Sowers but about 
half the fize of that fpecies, and of a fuller yellow, orange 
coloured at the mouth. The eflential character confifts in 
that part being pervious, not clofed, the upper lip being a 
little elevated, and the lower hanging ftraight down, not pro- 
jecting horizontally.

OENT by Mr. Pitchford from Brundle, Norfolk, where it 
was firft obferved by Mr. Humphrey many years fince, on the 
brow of a hill near a fpring to the fouth of the church, and 
where it ftill grows in great plenty, flowering in July and 
Auguft. 

The roots are perennial, long and branching. The Hems 
annual, climbing upon bufhes or hedges to the height of 5 or 
6 feet, branched, winged, fmooth. Tendrils generally three- 
cleft, bearing a pair of fword-fhaped, acute, three-ribbed, grafs- 
green, fmooth leaves. Stipulas narrow, balf-arrow-fhaped, or 
rather half-haftate, entire. Flowers many together, on long 
axillary (talks, large and handfome, though lefs fplendid than 
thofe of the L. latifoltus.

W E have already alluded to this Carex in defcriblng the 
riparia and the acuta in our 9th volume, /. 579 and 580. It 
is found in watery places, like them, and is full as common 
as the latter at lead, flowering in May. The root is perennial, 
creeping to a great extent. 

Mr. Curtis, with well-founded exultation, expatiates on the 
ctrcumftances which led him to diftinguifh thefe three fpecies, 
previoufiy huddled together by the generality of botanifts as 
varieties, and we have found bis remarks perfectly juft. The 
lefs (lender and more erect form, but efpecially the 3 ftigmas, 
clearly diftinguifli this plant from the acuta. From the riparia 
itis known by its blunt, more triangular, and brighter-coloured 
male fpikes, with obtufe and not pointed glumes. It is by 
miftake we have defcribed the male fpikes and their glumes 
in riparia, p. 579, to befometimes blunt. The glumes of the 
female fpikes of paludofa taper to a point. Its fruit is elliptic* 
lanceolate, fmaller and lefs inflated titan that of riparia.

X HE Hydncbarit is perennial, floating on the furface of 
ditches and flow ftreams, almoft covering the water with iti 
leaves, and agreeably enlivening it with its delicate and brilliant 
Wofloms in the months of July and Auguft. The items 
throw out from their joints clutters of leaves and flowers, ac- 
companied by brown membranous flipulss, along with feveral 
Araight fimple roots, that defcend perpendicularly into the 
mud. Every part is fmooth. The leaves kidnty-fhaped, 
entire, often purple beneath. Like moft aquatics they abound 
with air-vefleh, perfpire very copioufly, and dry rapidly. The 
flowers form a fort of fmall umbel, inverted with a pair of 
bradess, but only one flower in each umbel opens at a time; 
they are dioecious, and very fhort-lived. In the male flowers 
about 3 of the upper or interior (lamina are barren, the fila- 
ment terminating in a fimple or forked beak, refembling a 
ftyle ; while the ftyles of the female have a few imperfect 
antherss cluttered about their bafe.

JVlR. SOWERBY difcovered this Lichen about 5 yean 
fince, in Hainault fbreft, Eflex, where it often covers the rug- 
ged bark of old oaks almoft entirely. Mr. D. Turner has. 
fince obferved it on an oak near Wuidfor. We have not 
net with any figure or defcription to which this plant can be 
referred. The plates of Wulfen's and Hoffmann's albo-c&ru- 
lefctnt at fir ft fight Jeem to accord with it, but on accurate 
examination will be found widely different. 

Its crufl is very white, fmooth, and uniform, fcarcely a hair's 
breadth in thicknefs, clofely applied to the bark, and con- 
forming to all its nnuofities and protuberances. Tubercles 
exceedingly numerous, fmall, thick-fet, regularly fpread over 
the crufl, in which they are partly immerfed. Their form is 
various, but generally oblong, curved, rounded at each end, 
often kidney- fhaped ; their furface flat or deprefled, grayifb, 
with a narrow, black, fcarcely prominent, margin. In time 
their whole furface becomes black, and then the margin is no 
longer perceptible. 

This fpecies fhould be placed near L. fcriptus and rugofus, 
from both which it is however quite diftinft. Its tubercles 
are never branched, nor do they ever terminate in acute points; 
by which they may be known even in a young ftate, when 
they are longitudinally furrowed like the fcriptus.

X HIS moll certainly nondefcript Lichen is by "no mean* 
unfrequently to be met with on dead wood, as pales, gates, &c.; 
but it feems to prefer fuch pieces as are placed horizontally. 
- Mr. Turner has (bund it near Yarmouth, Mr. Sowerby in Eflex. 
Probably many botamfts have neglected it as a fuppofed variety 
offangumar'uts, a fpecies under which more than two or three 
have been confounded . 

In cruft indeed this is not very different from the genuine 
fatiguiaarius, except in not being red within, but on the con- 
trary greenifli juft under the fur face. The tubercles however, 
which are copioufly produced, and fcattered irregularly over 
the cruft, afford a character no lefs obvious than decifive, firft 
pbferved by Mr. Turner. On the flighted touch they flam 
the finger with a very fine black footy powder, which is dif- 
charged by innumerable pores in their diflc, being probably 
the feed. This diftinguilhes it from every other cruftaceous 
Lichen with which we are acquainted. The fpbterocepbaha 
indeed, v. 6. t. 414, has tubercles that produce a powder 
mixed with fibres, and thofe tubercles ftand on long (talks, 
to which ours even in that refped betrays an affinity when its 
tubercles are diHe&ed from the cruft.

X N cornfields and all kinds of cultivated ground the corn- 
(aUad is a common well-known weed, flowering from April 
to June. At an earlier period its leaves are eaten as a fallad. 

The root is fmall and annual. Herb of a pale grayiih. 
green, generally a little downy. Stem forked and fpreading, 
corymbofe, each branch topped with a little head of final! 
pale blue or fk-fh- coloured dowers. Leaves oppofite, various 
in form, but more or lefs tongue-fhaped and bluntifh, occa- 
ffonally entire, ferrated, or laciniated. Corolla unequally five- 
cleft in the border.

Such is our common plant, from which the varieties men- 
tioned by Withering are certainly not fpecifjcally different 
Thofe enumerated in the Species Plantarum, which differ fb 
widely in their fruit, feem to claim the rank of fpecies ; but 
none of them having been found in Britain, it is not to our 
prcfent purpofe to inveftigate this point. Mr. Edward Forfter 
has gathered in Cornwall a variety' with much lefs fwelling 
feeds than that now before us, which we recommend to the 
ftudy of Cornifh botanifts,

J. HIS pretty graft, with its elegant filvery panicles, fre- 
quently ornaments the mod barren fandy or gravelly fields and 
hills, flowering about June or early in July, after which it is 
foon dried up, the root being annual and very (mail, little 
calculated to refill drought. 

From one root arife feveral fpreading flender Hems about a 
fpan high, fmooth and leafy. The radical leaves foon wither j 
thofe on the ftem are narrow and tapering, with long (heaths, 
and lanceolate longifli ftipula. Panicle very flender and hair- 
like, divided and (undivided in a ternate manner, fmooth and 
divaricated. Flowers final], ovate, green or purplifh, with a 
(hining filvery hue fcarcely to be exprefled in a drawing* 
Calyx-glumes rough at the keel, membranous at the point. 
Florets both feffile, downy at their bafe. Outer valve of the 
corolla bearing a twifted awn on its back, about twice its own 
length. 

This graft may contribute towards the early Summer food of 
fheep, for which reafon probably Mr. Stillingfleet figured it in

J^l OT uncommon in toe loofe fand of the fea-coaft, which 
its long tough creeping roots, throwing out numerous woolly 
fibres, help to confine and keep fiationary; to which purpofe 
this grafs co-operates with Carex armaria, Elymus arenarius, 
and Pejluca rubra. It flowers in July. 

The whole plant is very glaucous ; the lower part of the 
Gem it however of a more or lefs vivid violet hue, and very 
fmooth or finning. Leaves rigid and (harply pungent, perfectly 
fmooth at the back ; their upper fide marked with numerous 
longitudinal rough furrows. Stipula very fhort. Spike fofi- 
tary, erect, ftraight and fiiff, much broader in proportion to 
its length than that of any other Britifh Trtiicum, and confiding

The two varieties, Rati Syn. 391, n. 5 and 6, prove, by 
original fpecimens, to differ very little from this.

JMr. HUDSON publifhed this plant by the name of 
G. montanum in 1762, and the fame year Linnteus defcribed 
ft very different fpec'ies under the fame name. It becoming 
therefore neceflary to give ours a new denomination, Dr, 
Withering and his followers have called it procumbent, none 
of them having been aware of its being the real faxatile of 
both editions of Sp.

A HIS grows oh every hedge, and is well known by the 
facility with which it adheres to the bands or clothes of fiich 
as go in the way of it. The ripe feeds efpecially hang to the 
■coats of animals, and are thus widely difperfed. Molt truly 
has Linnteus obferved, in one of his excellent diuerutions, 
that plants fo furnilhed with the means of (licking to animals, 
and which therefore are likely finally to be fcattered about 
their habitations, are fuch as thrive bed in a rank manured 
foil ; inftances of which are Ardium, Xa-ntb'tum, CynogloJJum t 
AfperugO) and' many more. The pert fcepttc may defpife 
the inveftigation of final caufes ; a rational naturalift will not 
eafity refign the privilege of adoring at every ftep the imme- 
diate agency of an all-wife and beneficent Providence. 

The G. sparine is an annual, and flowers all fummer long. 
The weak flem is fupported by bufhes. The minute prickles 
that clothe the whole herb point backwards, and are fomewhat 
booked. The [lowers grow but few together, and are of a pale 
buff-colour. The exprened juice of the plant is recommended 
as an antifcorbutic. We have not bad an opportunity of 
judging of its merits, nor does Dr. Woodville bring any frefh 
left imonies in its favour.

X HE plant now before us is remarkable for growing almoft 
exclufively in the neighbourhood of large towns, and its rough, 
feeds perhaps afford another in fiance of that proviGon of nature 
we have remarked in Galium Afarine, t. 816. The banks 
of hedges, and other dry dully much-frequented places, abound 
with it in the fpring ; nor does the whole vegetable kingdom 
afford a more exquifite green, nor fcarcely a more rich and 
elaborate foliage, than the young plants of this Scandix difplay 
in the earlieft months of the year. Its beauty in that Hate 
readily diftmguifhes it from all its neighbours. In May the 
flowers are in perfection, and the herb foon fows its feeds and 
withers away. 

The ftem is 2 or 3 feet high, round, very fmooth, a little 
fwelling under each joint. Leaves triply winged, finely cut," 
a little hairy. Umbels lateral and terminal, of 5 or more 
general rays, without an involucrum ; and as many partial 
ones, with fmall partial involucra. Flowers fmall, white, 
all uniform and hermaphrodite. Seeds ovate, rough, crowned 
with a fhort fmooth beak, which fo perfectly evinces its affinity 
to Scandix, and is fo peculiar to the genus, that we cannot fuffi- 
ciently wonder at thofe who firft removed this plant to Caucalis..

X? OR this daffical fpecimen of an Englifii plant-by no means 
generally known, we are obliged lo L. W. Dillwyn, Efq.F,L.S. 
who gathered it on the very cliffai Dover fo finely dcfcribed by 
Shakfpeare in his King' Lear ; 

■" Half way down 
Hangs one thai gathers Sampire ; dreadful trade !" 
It is not uncommon in iimilar lituations ; but the more uni- 
verfal Salieornia has not only ufurped its Engiiili name Sam- 
phire, (or rather Sampire, as it is a corruption of the French 
Saint Pierre), but al mo ft fupplantedit at our tables as a pickle, 
though totally deficient in the aromatic flavour which is the 
recommendation of the Crithmum. 

The long perennial branching roots run deep into nffures. 
of rocks. The herb is bufliy and fucculent, particularly 
its leaves, which are twice or thrice ternate, entire and almoft 
linear, very unlike thofe of any other Britifh umbelliferous 
plant; their colour a little glaucous. Umbels denfe, hemi- 
fpherical. General and partial involucre fmall, ovate, undi- 
vided. Flowers greenifli-white, all regular and fertile. Their 
petals incurved, broad at the bafe ; whereas in mod of this 
tribe the petals are furnilhed with claws. Fruit elliptical, 
furrowed, flefliy, fmooth.

OE VER AL of the craftaceous Lichens of Linnaeus and other 
, authors are Co nightly defcribed, as to be involved in almoft 
impenetrable oblcurity. Many different productions perhaps 
accord equally well with each defcription, and the authors 
themfelves may often have intended more than one under each. 
Among tbefe, few bo tan i ffs have been well acquainted with the 
cinercus, firft defcribed in the Manttjja. The atcr of Hudfon, 
as Dr. Acharius (in his excellent work on Lichens, lately 
publifhedin Sweden) juftly obfervea, is cinereus of mod authors: 
we know it to be the cinerajcens of Dr. Withering, by a fpe- 
cimen from liimfelf to Mr. D. Turner, in which the margin of 
the wields is merely a little grayith, not white as in common 
aier. He therefore erroneoully quotes Prof. Hoffmann's figure, 
Enum. Licb. t. 4. f. 3, which is our true cinereus, and was 
fo underftood by Hoffmann. As Acharius confirms this, and 
a fpecimen from Mr. Dickfon of what he conceives to be 
Mr. Hudfon's plant accords with it, we have no doubt remain- 
ing, though the Linnaean collection has no fpecimea marked 
cinereus. 

This plant is remarkable for having frequently 2 or more 
of its hollow irregular fhields filuated in one portion of the 
cruft, but not dole together. It grows on ftone walls as well 
as rocks. On granite the cruft is more gray than on calca- 
reous nones, iu which ftatc it is Hoffmann's Patellaria multi- 
pm3a. The Rev. Mr, Alderfon fent tbefe fpecimens from 
Norfolk.

■T OUND by Mr.-D. Turner on old brick walls about Yar- 
mouth, and by Mr. Sowerby in fimilar fituations at Kenningtou, 
Surrey. Specimens from Germany fhow it to be the rerru- 
caria contigua of Profeffor Hoffmann, which Dr. Acharius in 
his Prodromus combines with our L, ctmcentricus t, 346", and 
Hoffmann's V, cicatricofa, pantherina and (igrina, under one. 
fpecies called by him lapicida. To this union we can by no 
means aflcnt. L. eoneentricus appears to us perfectly diftinct 
from contiguus, not only in the concentric arrangement of it* 
fhields, but in their regularly fmaller fize, concave figure, and 
thicker wbitifh margin, as well as in the purer white of the 
cruft. Of this V. pantberina and tigrma appear from the 
figures, PI. Licbenofrs t. 57, to be varieties. V. cicatricofa 
feems to be given by Hoffmann himfelf as a mere variety of 
that now before us. 

This has been obferved with us upon bricks only, which it 
. clothes in large patches of a greenilh or glaucous- white tartare- 
ous cruft, cracked or tefiellated all over, and a little granulated; 
at the edge fometimes blackifh, fometimes feathery, but thefe 
ci re um (lances are far from general. The fhields are numerous, 
more or lefs crowded or cluftered together (as they advance 
in age) into patches or lines, and thus rendering one another 
very angular. Their difk isdeprefied, at length a little convex 
end rugged, black, furrounded by a Iharp thin elevated margin. 
The cruft is fomeu'mes red within.

J\ FREQUENT fpecies on all our fea-coafts, generally 
remarked by the mod Superficial obfervers for its elegance of 
forin and colour. It appears to have efcaped the notice of 
Linnaeus. Mr. Hudfon mi took it for his F. rubens. 

The whole plant is of an uniform red, not fo vivid as that 
of a rofe. Under a ftrong magnifier the whole furface, rib and 
all, appears thickly ft ud tied with minute dots, darker than the 
general membrane : fee our figure. The item is round, (lender, 
branched, generally ihort, fixed to the rocks or tones by a 
fmall expansion of its bafe. Leaves varioufly finuated and 
pinnatifid, membranous, often united at their bafe, for the 
mod: part oppofite, fumifhed with a central rib, ending in a 
point. Their margin is beautifully fringed with minute leaf- 
lets, generally pointed, fometimes oval and blunt, in which 
feveral minute clutters of feeds are lodged. Similar leaflets 
fometimes accompany the nerve. The figures of Gmelin and 
the Flora Danica reprefent this Fucus in a more advanced and 
proliferous ftate.

JA OT uncommon on fubmarinc rockl in various parts of 
theBritifh coaft; fometimes about the mouths of large rivers.

Linnaeus was not aware, when he wrote the 13th edition of 
his Syjiema datura, that this Fucus was the excifus of Sp.

He 
afterwards in fome meafure corre&ed the error, by making 
excifus a variety of canaliculatiu j but in truth they are one 
and the fame plant.

V> OMMON on all our coafts. From the bale of the frond, 
which is fixed, as ufual, by a fmall callous dilatation to the rocks 
or Hones, feveral fhoots are thrown out, furnifhed with callofi ties 
which attach themfelves in a fimilar manner, and then produce 
young plants, fo that the root is properly of the creeping kind. 
Frond 4 or 6 inches high, of a very dark olive, forked repeatedly, 
round, and as thick as a common packthread, fmooth, its diva- 
rications forming acute angles, in which laft refpect it differs 
from F. tuberculatum, t. 726. The branches terminate in a pair 
of cylindrical, pointed, rather fwelhng protuberances, inwhich 
the feeds are copioufly lodged. This is the perfect or fructi- 
fying itate of the plant, and what Hudfon and Light foot took 
for F.furcellatus of Linnaeus, which it is not, though Lin- 
naeus himfelf made the fame miftake in reading Gmelin. The 
faftigiatus of our Britifh authors is the fame plant with fljort 
blunter terminations of the branches, without feeds. Mr. 
Woodward has both kinds on the fame root. F. faftigiatus 
of Linnaeus is Hill a different fpecies.

ALTHOUGH it may be difficult to draw up a very 
finking Specific character between this plant and the S. gra-. 
minea reprefented in t. 803, there can be no queftion of their 
being perfectly diftinct fpecies. The prefent is found only in 
moift meadows, or about ditches. Its glaucous colour, perfect 
fmoothnefs of the edges of the leaves as well as of the ftem, 
and larger flowers, the petals being twice as long as the calyx; 
to which may be added that the flower-ftalks are more uni- 
verfally lateral and Solitary, much'lefs collected into a panicle, 
and the 3 nerves of the calyx lefs fharply prominent ; all thefe 
circum fiances help to diftinguifh it from the former. In colour, 
fize and general habit it rather approaches the S.bolojiea, t. 511} 
but that ts beautifully diftinguifhed by the total want of nerves 
in its calyx, and the rough edges of its leaves and flem. 

S. glauca is not a very general plant, though it may be found 
in moift "fituations in many parts of Great Britain, efpecially 
where the foil is gravelly. It begins to flower towards the end 
of June, and lafts till Auguft. The antherse are of a pale 
leddifh brown.

J. HE Dew-berry bufh is to be found in dry lhady ditches, 
woods, and the borders of fields, not very un frequently, though 
it mull be reckoned a far lefs common plant than the Rubusfru- 
fkofus or corylifolius. It flowers in June or July, and the fruit 
Jails throughout Auguft and September ; often later. 

The Items are weak and trailing, round, prickly, pale-green 
with a vivid glaucous tinge. Though woody, tbey are only 
annual, or at mod biennial. Leaves three on a ftalk, fliarply 
and doubly ferreted, downy (not hoary) beneath ; the lateral 
leaflets feffile, generally lobed on the outfide, SujjuIk lance.

VV E have alluded to this Rubus in defcribing the fruticofus, 
t. 715. Although equally common with that, it has been 
altogether neglected, or at moft allowed to be a variety, till 
Mr. Crowe examined, and, in our opinion, fully afcertained it 
as a fpecies. Dillenius, in Ray's Synopfis p. 467, Teems to 
- hint at it as differing from the common bramble in having 
"earlier, larger, and white hloffoms;" which is true. Its 
more effential differences however confift in the (lent being 
roundifh, biennial, not truly flirubby and perennial; much 
more brittle; fo that it is rejected by t hatchers, who ufo 
the other for binding their thatch; all the prickles nearly 
ftraight, not hooked ; the leaflets large, always green on both 
fides, never white beneath, fometimeg, very exactly refembling 
the leaves of a hazel ; the lateral ones feflile. Add to this 
that the fruit is earlier, of a browner black, mure gratefully acid 
than in the fruticofus, and compofed of rather fewer grains. The 
calyx of the fruit is reflexed ; for an obfervation to the contrary 
in the Flo, Britannica, borrowed from Mr. Wigg, rather belongs 
to R. cafius, as we* have this fummer verified. 

Prof. Hoffmann thinks this bramble is the fruticofus of his 
German Flora for 1800, and the txuefruticofus his tomentofusi 
but a fpecimen communicated by Dr. Schrader proves the 
latter to be quite different from both ours.

J. HE officinal Scerdium has been fuppofed almoft peculiar 
to the marines of the Ifle of Ely, where it grows in plenty. 
Mr. Rclhan has however obferced it in feveral Gruationa nearer 
Cambridge, and from thence we received a wild fpecimen by 
favour of the Rev. J. Holme, It has moreover a place in the 
Flora Oxonien/if. We know of no other part of Britain that 
produces it. 

The root is perennial and creeping. Stems fpreading, or 
even proftrate, fquare, branched, leafy, hairy. Leaves nume- 
rous, oppofite, feflile, elliptical or oblong, ftrongly ferrated, 
veiny, a little downy. Flowers about % in the bofom of each 
leaf, on ftalks, pale purple, fmaller and lefs handfome than 
thofe of the Wall Germander, t, 680.. Calyx downy, tubular, 
with 5 nearly equal teeth. 

The whole herb is very bitter, with a ftrong difagreeable 
fcent, fomewhat approaching to gartick. It has been fuppofed 
ufehil to cure or to prevent peftilential difeafes, as well as to 
remove obftrucYions, expel worms, and cleanfe ulcers— a fort 
•f key to all locks, now grown nifty and out of ufe.

J.N corn-fields and byway-fides on the limeilone foil of 
Oxfordfliire the Stachyt germanita has long been obferved; 
but the Rev. Mr. Hemfted difcovered this plant on a hill 
3 miles from Bedford in September lad, a new Britifh 
ftation for it, from whence he favoured us with the prefent 
fpecimen.

J. WO Tpecies of Hypbcbarit have already appeared in ibis 
teork, t, 125 and 575 ; and thai now before us, which is by 
far the rooft common, abounding ih every pafture, completes- 
the biftory of the genus as fat- as regards the Britifh Dora, 

This flowers from June to Auguft, and is rurniftied with a 
perennial milky very deep root, whence the fpecific name.

X HIS Carex, when firft found by the Rev. Mr. Bryant oq 
Cley bearh, Norfolk, in 1776, was taken for the jiliformu of 
Linnseus. Other fpecimens were afterwards referred by 
botanifts to the C. fiava. At length Dr. Goodenough, 
having examined the plant in a living ftate in Devonlhire and 
near Harwich, publiftied it by the name of extenfa as a new 
Ipecies, of the propriety of which there can be no manner of 
doubt. 

The root is fibrous and perennial. Stem upright or 
curved, various in height, bluntly triangular, perfectly fmooth 
in every part. Leaves narrow, recurved, channelled, rough 
at the margin towards the point. BraQeas remarkably long 
and fpreading, often curved, leafy, with very (hort {heaths, 
Male fpike generally folitary, but fomettmes accompanied by 
a fmaller one, lanceolate, bluntifh, with now and then a tew 
female flowers in the lower part.

V/F all the various and intricate tribe of Lichens, the gela- 
tinous fpeciea are the moft difficult of determination. They 
all nearly agree in their greenifti olive hue, turning almoft 
black when dry, in which ftatc indeed they all for the- moft 
part thrive! up into an undiflinguilhable mafs. When moift 
they are pulpy, tender, often very thick, in fome inflauces fo 
thin as to b« membranous. 

The crifpus, though fomc times with difficulty known from 
luxuriant plants of the crijiatus, is in general eafily to be 
recognized. It grows in wet fliady places under rocks, ftones, 
or walls, afiuming a roundilh figure, varioufly imbricated, 
wrinkled or lobed, though never in its whole fubftance 
elevated from the foil. The Surface is crowded with irregular 
blunt leaflets, which towards the centre become lobed, curled, 
and frequently granulated. The fhields are numerous, 
fcattered, with a flat reddilh diflc (greener when young), and 
a blunt irregular elevated margin, of the colour and fubftance 
of the leaf. 

This plant is fcarcely to be detected but after a continuance 
of moift weather.

Leaves all radical, ered, on long (talks, ovate, acute, 
entire, ribbed, fmooth, various infize and breadth, all Handing 
out of the water.

J. HIS brilliant little flower is confpicuous enough about 
midfummer, and for fome time afterwards, on walls, roofs, and 
dry barren or fandy ground, which it clothes as it were with a 
cloth of gold, in defiance of the drought and molt {torching 
fun. 

The fmall fibrous roots are perennial, and fpring from the 
lower part of the tufted and intricate ftems, whofe branches 
only grow upright, and are covered with alternate, imbricated, 
very fucculent, fmooth, gra{s-green leaves, which are of an 
ovate form, protuberant at the back, fixed to the ftem not by 
their bafe, but by their inner or upper furface a little above it, 
eonfequently {purred beneath the infertion, as in S. reflexum, 
t. 695. Flowers in fmall terminal leafy cymes, which are 
three-cleft when luxuriant only. Calyx of five bluntifh 
fmooth fegments.

The whole herb is acrid, hot and biting to the tafte, whence 
its common name Wall Pepper.

-I HIS Euphorbia was firft introduced to the knowledge of 
the British bolanift by Dr. Withering, who mentions it as 
growing wild in Lord Stamford's woods in Staffordshire. Our 
Specimen confirms his affertion, having been gathered by the 
Rev. Mr. Abbot in Barton Leat Wood, Bedfordshire, in 
Auguft 1799. 

The root creeps to a considerable extent, but not very rapidly. 
Steins about a foot high, round, fmooth, leafy, furnished with 
feveral alternate, upright, lateral, very leafy branches. Leaves 
entire, linear, Scattered ; thofe on the main ftem broader and 
almoft lanceolate ; the reft very narrow, almoft fetaceous. 
Umbel of from 7 to 15 rays, which are forked repeatedly, and 
a few Shorter axillary rays are Scattered down the ftem, as in 
many other fpecies. General involucraof feveral broad lance- 
olate leaves ; partial of broader yellowish fmooth heart-Shaped 
ones.

The branches fpread in various directions, and are round, 
ftiff, clothed wilh a reddifh rather glaucous bark, and termi* 
nating for the moft part in a flrong (harp thorn. Leaves al- 
ternate, on footftalks, ovate, tapering toward each end, fer- 
rated, veiny, downy beneath, coming forth at firft with the 
edges coiled backward, not folded flatly together. Scales of 
the buds imbricated, concave, entire, brown, the innermoft 
fringed, and greenifh. Flowers from different buds, in pairs, 
on fimple fliortiib (talks. Calyx fmooth, entire, but little 
fpreading. Petals obovate, large, white. Stamina numerous. 
Stigma capitate. Fruit globular, black with a blue bloom, four 
and auftere, fcarcely eatable in a crude flate. 

The more grateful white bullace differs from this only as the 
white currant or white elder differ from the common wild 
kinds of each. The red auftere plum, mentioned by Ray as 
growing in Eflex, muft have been either a variety of this, or 
fome flray plant of the garden P. domtftiea.

v^OMMON in every hedge and thicket, where its bloflbmi 
are very confpicuous in March or April, and are one of the 
eaiTieft harbingers of fpring.

hard rigid and thorny branches, clothed with a black rather 
glaucous bark. Leaves on ilalks, lanceolate, or inverfely ovate,

medicine. The recent fruit is one of the many articles ufed to 
adulterate port wine in England. The dried leaves are faid to 
be a fubftitute for tea, and are perhaps often mixed with it in 
this country. They may be one caufe of its proving fometimeg 
pernicious; for the green parts of all the plum and cherry tribe 
are highly poifonous, and it is fortunate if they a£t merely at 
a purgative.

J\ NATIVE of the high micaceous mountains of Scotland 
and the north of England. It grows in denfe elaftic patches 
creeping over the rocks. The ftem and branches are very 
intricate, repeatedly fubdivided, unequal, roundifh, folid, more 
or lefs polifhed, of a dark olive brown, almoft black, efpecially 
when dry. Shields rarely produced, (Cent us by Mr. J.Mackay,) 
a -little elevated, irregular, flattifli, polifhed, rather blacker than 
the frond, furrounded with an unequally toothed or fpinoua 
margin. ■ 

It is quite diftinft from the L. cbalybeiformis, and belongs 
indeed to a different family of the genus. When destitute of 
fructification it is larger, more luxuriant, and fomewhat paler, 
and is then the lanatus of molt authors ; when in a rruit- 
bearitig Hate, as in our figure, it is fmaller, and generally taken 
for pubefcens j but we readily agree with Dr. Acharius that the 
real pubefcens (of Ft. Suecica at leaft) is Lightfoot'a txilis t and, 
we beg leave to add, the fcaber of Hudfon.

lit. LILY WIGG of Yarmouth, fo eminently ftilful id 
detecting, as well as in preferring, fpecimens of marine alga:, 
appears to have been the original difcoverer of this plant on 
the beach - near that town, where it has been feveral times 
found walhed up by the tide, and from whence Mr. D. Turner 
communicated our fpecimen. The plant has been f'een 
growing at Cromer by Mr. Woodward, to whom we are obliged 
for the only original accounts of this fpecies hitherto publifhed. 
The fiem is fixed by a (lender bafe to the rocks or ftones, 
and is round, fucculent, fcarcely a fpan high, furnifhed from 
the very bottom with feveral irregularly fcattered branches of 
the fame cylindrical figure, tapering at their inferlion as well 
as towards their points ; the lowermoft generally fnbdivided j 
the reft fimple. Leaves very irregularly fcattered, obovate, or s 
rather cylindrical and blunt, with a very taper bafe. The 
general colour is a pale red, often verging towards a green. 
The fructification cohfifts of dark-red clutters of feeds, either 
fcattered over the branches, as in Mr. Woodward's figure, or 
lodged toward the extremities of the leaves, as in ours*

This grafs differs very materially from the Meadow Fox-tail 
figured in our 759th plate; for as that by its perennial duration, 
fituation in meadows and paftures, and excellent qualities for 
fodder, may be e deemed one of the moll valuable, this on the, 
contrary is rather to be reckoned a weed, exhaufting the 
flrength of arable land to no purpofe; for, whether it might 
be acceptable to cattle or not, it cannot be collected for their 
ufe, nor has any perfon yet thought of cultivating it as a crop. 

The root is fmall and fibrous. Stems feveral, about a foot 
and half high, erect, leafy, roughifh to the touch, though 
fcarcely to the fight, in the upper part. Leaves pale-green, 
rough on the upper fide, with an oblong downy (lipula. Spike 
near 3 inches long, very flender and tapering, perfectly fimple, 
not branched, often of a purplifh hue. Calyx-glumes united 
at their bafe, a tittle downy at the edge, but not fo much 
fringed as in A.praten/is; their keel dilated.

.LN ONE of the places of growth of this grafs mentioned by 
Britifh writers is, we believe, fo conftantly to be depended on 
as Batterfea fields, from whence our fpecimens were collected. 
In other parts of the kingdom it occurs but fparingly or oc- 
cafionally, as mull always be the cafe with fuch annuals 
(efpecially grades) as grow only in a rich manured foil. 

The root is fibrous and annual, and the flowers are to be 
feen from July to the end of autumn. Stems numerous, bent 
and decumbent at their bafe, fpreading widely upwards, in 
length from 12 to 18 inches, fmooth. Leaves broad, nearly 
fmooth, generally fhorter than their fheaths, which are firiated, 
and frequently (but not invariably) hairy, each hair fpringing 
from a fmall cartilaginous puncture, but all the punctures do 
not always produce hairs. Spikes umbellate, or a little diltant, 
fpreading, linear, their ftalks zigzag, winged, often fwelled or 
knotty at the bafe. Flowers in alternate pairs leaning one 
way, of a dull violet hue. Calyx of 3 very unequal ribbed 
valves, of which the fmalleft is often abortive. Corolla of a 
concave valves, which become quite horny as the feed ripens. 
Anthers; and ftigmas dark-purple.

JVIr. NEWTON, is handed down by Ray as the difcoverer 
of this curious fpecies of S'amcum on the fanny fliores between 
Penfance and Marketjeu, Cornwall, where it has grown copi- 
oufly ever fince. We are indebted to Dr. Pennick of Penfance 
for wild fpecimens. It has never been obferved in any other 
part of Great Britain. In the north of Italy it is common in 
the ftreets of feveral towns. 

This grafs flowers in July and Auguft, or later. The 
ftrong perennial roots are formed of hard polifhed runners 
fi mated horizontally in the fand, and throwing out from each 
joint a duller of finooth fibres, not downy as in mod grafies 
that inhabit loofe fand. Thefe runners are for the moll part 
clothed with the permanent bafes of the leaves, which are 
alternate, rigid, (harp-pointed and hairy. Stipula a tuft of 
hairs. Stems a fpan high, leafy, terminated by a duffer of 
3 or 4 linear purpliui umbellate (pikes, whofe ftalks arc zigzag, 
angular, but not winged. Flowers folitary, leaning one way. 
Calyx of a valves only ; but the ftricf affinity between this 
fpecies and P. fanguinale forbids us to follow Juffieu and 
others in making it a feparate genus. Corolla certainly of 2 
valves, not of one only as defenhed by Juffieu. Thofe valves 
being contrary, not oppofite, to the calyx, might go further to 
eftabnfh a generic character than any hitherto noticed.

J. J1E Wild Madder is not unfrequent in South Wales, 
Cornwall, Devonfliire, St. Vincent's rocks Briltol, and fome 
' few other places in the fouth-weft part of England. It grows 
among bufhes on a rich or loamy foil, flowering in July, and 
ripening its berries rather late in the autumn. 

Roots perennial, creeping, their inner bark red or orange- 
coloured, having the property of dyeing red like the R. tinSorum, 
from which however this fpeciesis moll decidedly diftin£t, and 
from which it may be known by the fmooth (though finely 
granulated) upper furface of its leaves. The herb in mild 
winters is ever-green. Stems branched, fquare, prickly, brittle, 
and, when not fupported, procumbent. Leaves rigid, Jour 
(rarely five or fix) in a whorl, reflexed, Aiming, elliptical, 
broader and lefs pointed than thole of A. tinBamm, very rough 
■with little hooked prickles on the margin and nerve. Panicles 
forked, terminal. Calyx none. Corolla almoft univerfally

J. HIS fpecies of Arenaria is one of the molt common in 
dry fandy fields, fpreading widely on the ground, and {lowering 
in July and Auguft; but the bloflbma expand only in bright 
weather, when their beauty and brilliancy will be found 
worthy of an accurate examination. 

Root fmall, fpindle-fhaped, branched, annual. Stems pro- 
ftratc, branched, fpreading in a circular form, flaccid, leafy, 
round, fmooth, a little tumid at their joints. Leaves flat, 
linear, narrow, pointed, entire, tipped with a fmall brittle, glau- 
cous or rather hoary, fomewhat fucculent, nearly the length of 
each correfponding joint of the item, and conne&ed at their bafe 
by a pair of white membranous cloven ftipulsE. Panicles 
terminal, leafy, forked, their terminations racemofe j their 
flower (talks downy and vifcid. Calyx of 5 hairy leaves, 
without ribs, their margin membranous. Petals generally 
fliorter than the calyx. Capfule equal to the calyx, ovate, of 
3 valves. Seeds numerous, pale-brown, comprefled, of an 
angular and fomewhat wedge-like figure, rough on their outer 
edge with little iharp tubercles. By the figure of the feeds 
and the briftlcs that terminate the leaves, this plant is diftiii- 
guiflied from A. marina and its varieties, which we hope on 
fome future occalion to illuftrate.

V7R0UND-IVY, Gill, or Alchoof, for it is vulgarly known 
by all thofe names, is a very common plant in dry groves, 
about hedge-banks, under park walls or pales,and fimilar filia- 
tions, where itputs forth it » fragrant foliage on the firft approach 
of fpring, and flowers in April and May. 

The roots are perennial and creeping, throwing out running 
fcions, which alio take root to a great extent, and feveral weak 
fquare Items. Leaves on foot-ftalks, kidney or heart- fhaped, 
truly crenate (of which kind of margin they are a good example). 
Veiny, downy, dotted beneath with glandular points, from 
which, as Dr. Withering juftly obferves, the odoriferous oil of 
the plant proceeds. Flowers axillary, about 3 to each leaf, on 
fhort italics. Calyx tubular, Itrtated, nearly equally 5-cleft, 
Corolla blueim ; its under lip largeft, 111 4 broad lobes, and 
prettily marked with dark-purple and white. Antherse cohering 
in crofs-like pairs, often abortive, as in other creeping- 
rooted plants, nor are the feeds often to be found perfect. 

The herb has been ufed to give ale a flavour by infiificm, but 
is more generally taken in the manner of tea, and is fomelimes , 
fold about the ftreets. A very humble poet on the London 
Cries has faid

V ERY abundant in clear fprings, rivulets and ponds* 
generally fupported on the furface by its floating leaves, but 
often riling above it, efpecially when the flowers appear, id 
June and July. 

The roots are perennial, confiding of long white fibres, th« 
towermofi fixed in the Toil, the reft fufpended in the water. 
Stems fpreading, declining or floating, angular, branched^ 
leafy. Leaves alternate, pinnate, Somewhat ,lyrate-(tbe terminal 
* and upper leaflets being the Iargeft) ; all the leaflets roundiflt* 
more or lefs hcart-fhaped, fjnooth, Ibining, waved or toothed* 
frequently tinged with a purplifh-brown. hue. Flowers white* 
in a corymbus, foon lengthened out into a fpike. Pods 
fliortiih, (landing on horizontal fruit-flalks, but the pod* 
themfelves arc recurved upwards. Stigma nearly fertile. 

The flavour of the young loaves is pfeatmtly . warm and 
pungent, fomething like that of muflard, and agreeable to moft 
people. No Britifh plant is fo generally fifed as a fallad. Its 
ezprefled juice, combined with thole of Brooklime and Scurvy- 
grafs, forms a popular medicine for purifying the blood, as we 
have. already mentioned, vol. 10. p. 655.

When very young they are divided into 3 
longitudinal cells, but the partition is obliterated, and con- 
founded in one fpongy mala, as they grow to maturity. Seeds 
compreffed. 

The Rapbattiaa. 3 of Ran Sjn. (Fl. Brit, y), is a large 
maritime biennial or perhaps perennial plant, which I had 
notfeenwhentheadvol.of Fl. Brit, was printed. Mr.Mackay, 
who has lately fent it from Scotland, is perfuaded of its being 
a diftintt fpecies. This merits further examination. 

The idea of Linnaeus that the feeds of this plant caufed the 
convulfive difeafe named by him Rapbania, fee Am. Acad. v. 6, 
11 not confirmed by experience.

E have not been able to refer this Lichen to any men- 
tioned in Dr. Acharius's claffical work; and prefuming it 
therefore to be nondefcript, have named it in honour of 
Mr. Dawfon Turner, to whom we are obliged for it, and 
whofe labours in the inveftigation of the whole genus have 
well entitled him to fuch a diftinction. 

There is reafon to believe that the craft is not unfrequent on 
the barks of old oaks and other trees, forming an unequal, 
indeterminate, foft, powdery fubftance, of a grayuh while when 
dry, ereenifh in a nioift ftate, which may eafily be overlooked 
for L. fagineus, and as few fpecies are more rare in fruit, 
the fliields have efcaped notice. When they occur, however, 
they are too elegant and confpicuous to be confounded with any 
others. They are a little elevated ; their diflc flat, powdery, 
fleth coloured, almoft orange when young, and at all times of 
a deeper hue within. They are encompafied by a thick, rounded, 
prominent, undivided border, of the colour and fubftance of 
thecruft. 

The figure of Wulfen's L, alba-fiavejctns, Jacq. Coll. v.i. 
Hi. /. $./■ i, bears fome refembiance to this plant ; but the 
craft is defcribed as " cpmpaft, even, firmly adhering to the 
bark, fet with warty tubercles, fmooth and white," all which is 
foreign to our L. Turneri, which is remarkable for its foft 
mealinefs, and which indeed nearer approaches L. Hamui- 
tomma't Engl. Bat. t. 486; but the cruft of that is lefs mealy, 
whiter, more uniform, and the fliields fmaller, much more 
numerous, lefs prominent, with a perfectly fmooth, waxy dilk, 
of a more vivid red.

J. HE prefent Lichen was difcovered in England by Mr. 
pickfon on the park pales of Croft Cattle, Herefordflure, a 
' clafiical fpot for botany, fince Dillenius has fo often mentioned 
it. Mr. D. Turner afterwards met with the fame on Lord 
Kous's pales at Henham, Suffolk; and Dr. G. H. Noehden 
found near Windfor the fine fpecimen here delineated. We 
are obliged to refign the name of diffufus, the plant fo called 
originally by Weber appearing, by authentic German fpeci- 
mens, to be a very different fpecies. 

The fronds fpread rather loofely over old dead wood, attached 
by fmall fibres, fomewhat imbricated. Their fubftance is 
thin; their furface mealy, rugged, of a pale browuifh or 
yellowifh gray; their margin lobed, laxly elevated, crenate, 
fmooth. The centre of the plant in rime becomes a con- 
geries of powdery lumps and fwellings, without any leafy ap- 
pearance. The fhields are of various fizes, round when young, 
afterwards irregular, and frequently lobed, elevated on con- 
siderable flalks ; their dilk fiat, fmooth, of a nifty or chefnut 
brown; their margin narrow, a little elevated, white, irregularly 
notched, inflcxed*

J7 EW botanifts have well underflood the tribe of leafy or flat 
branched Lichens to which the prefent fpecies belongs; indeed 
Dr. Acharius, in his Prodronuts and in the Stockholm Tranf- 
a&ions, is tbe firft who has clearly illuftrated their Proteus-like 
forms. We agree with him that this is the real prunajfri, with 
which almoft all writers have confounded fome others that are 
diftin£t from it, apparently from being ignorant of the fructi- 
fication, which even Dillenius never knew. It was firft found 
in England by the late Rev. Mr. Bryant, and confifts of large 
chefhut Shields with an entire white edge, entirely different 
from the feields of the common Lichens that have been con- 
fuund*d with this, and which we fhall take an opportunity of 
illuflrating when we have fettled them all by communication of 
original fpecimens with Dr. Acharius. In the mean time the 
frunajlri, which is common on the branches of old trees, may 
caGly be known without its fructification, (which is very rare, 
and which we received from Mr. Templeton and Mr. Salt), 
by its fofl and pliable texture, Mid diffufe much-branched form. 
Mr. Relhan rightly diilinguifhcd it from what he then thought 
frunajlri,. by the name of corniculatus.

Stems upright, 
branched, various in height, more or lefs angular, leafy, 
fmooth. Leaves pinnated, with round neatly-ferrated leaflets, 
veiny, fmooth but not fhining, having a glaucous hue. 
Flowers in round heads on long upright terminal flajks, the 
males in the lower part, the females above, which is unufuaL 
Sometimes a few barren hermaphrodite bloffoms (land among 
them. Calyx of 3 (not 4) leaves. Corolla green, tubular, 
4-cleft, efteemed by Jnflieu and Gsertner as the real calyx, 
perhaps not improperly, conSderingthe analogy of the Icofan- 
drous plants. Stamina numerous, hanging elegantly like a 
taffel of purple (ilk out of the flower, and tipped with yellow 
anthers. Germens in the fuperior flowers, x or 2, each of » 
cells, and crowned by a long ftyle with a beautifully -radiated 
purple ftigma. Fruit an angular rugged nut, invefled with 
the tube of the corolla, and containing 2 feeds. 

The leaves tafte and fmell like cucumber, and are ufed to 
give that flavour to fallads.

x\N elegant though common plant, generally met with in 
ofier-holts and meadows, in a light black fpongy foil, flowering 
principally in June and July. 

Root perennial, throwing out many long trailing fmooth 
reddifh (terns, which take root at their joints, where the leaves 
and flowers alfo come forth. Leaves of a lyrate form, inter- 
ruptedly pinnate, deeply and lharply ferrate, moft filky or (ilvery 
beneath ; the radical ones largeft and moft numerous. Stipolte 
acute, entire. Flower-ftalks fimple, folitary, moftly upright, 
but fometimes deprefled, each bearing a large handfome bright- 
yellow flower. Calyx hairy, its fmaller intermediate fegments 
generally notched. Petals roundifti, or but nightly emarginate. 
Germens very hairy. Seeds fefdom perfected. — Sometimes 
the leaves are fmooth, and deftitute of that filky down which 
gives them their chief beauty. 

This cannot be confounded with any other Britifh Potentilla.

J. HIS is of ftill more frequent occurrence than the lad ia 
meadows, paftures, by way-fides, and fimilar places, flowering 
in June, July and Auguft. 

Root fibrous, perennial. Stems long, filiform, trailing, and 
taking root from the joints, as in P. anferma. Leaves in 
pairs from each joint, on long ereft ftalks ; compofed of 5 
(often more) obovate ferrated leaflets, of a dark green, a little 
hairy. Stalks folitary, erect, riling above the leaves, and each 
bearing a large yellow flower. Calyx of 10 entire fegments, 
of which the intermediate ones are of a deeper green than the 
reft. Petals obcordate, broad and fliort. 

We prefume the plant in Ray's Synopjis, inferted by Dillenius 
f. 355. n. 4, muft be a variety of this, as Mr. Hudfon hippofes; 
but we cannot help totally diflenting from that gentleman in 
referring Torment'tlla reptans to the fame fpecies, as the flighted 
infpe&ion will prove it totally diftin&, though occasionally 
bearing fome five-cleft flowers.

\_/OMMON in barren pafturea, efpecially on heath* among 
ling and other fmall fhrubs, which are befpangled with its 
little bright blofToms in June and July. 

The root is remarkably large and woody, endued with an 
eminent degree of aftringency, whence it has been long ago 
admitted into the catalogue of officinal plants. Stems weak, 
(lender and wiry, generally fupporting themfelvea upon the fur. 
rounding plants, often procumbent, branched, round, leafy, 
clothed with lhort foft erect hairs. Leaves feffile or nearly fo, 
ternate, deeply ferrated, accompanied by a pair of deeply di- 
vided ftipuls. Flowers on long capillary fblitary Italics, placed 
oppofite to the leaves, or rather in the forks of the branches. 
Segments of the calyx ovate, alternately froaller, bairy. Petals 
inverfeiy heart- ill apeti, yellow. Germens bfltry. Seeds few, 
rugged. 

Mifs Johnes obferved one plant at Hafod in which all the 
flowers were double. We never heard of another inftance of 
the kind, either in this genus or Potentilla. 

Some flowers are occasionally found with 5 petals and 10 feg- 
ments of the calyx ; yet this happens fo rarely, and the two 
fpecies of Tormentilla accord fo well in habit, that we are not 
convinced of the propriety of con6dering them as Potmtilla.

'edges and the borders of fields in dry places, but is by no 
i.:eans common. We even doubt whether Mr. Hudfon ever 
Qw it; elfe he furely would never have made it a variety of 
i!ie Potentilla reptans, though it fometimes bears a five-cleft 
lloflbm in the beginning of its flowering. The habit and ap- 
pearance are as little like that fpecies of Potentilla as can well 
he, if accurately examined. 

The root is perennial, fmall and {lender. Steins one or two; 
! S or 20 inches long, entirely proftrate, but not taking root, 
■ ■* that the fpecific name procumbens would have been better 
ihan reftans. Whole herb hairy, and of a light green, 
i'.ndical leaves in fives, on long flalks; thofe on the Hem in 
i':i*ecs, on ihorter ftalks; all obovate and deeply ferrated; 
::;e floral leaves feffile, narrow and almoft entire. Stipule more 
1 r lefs cut. The flowers, which appear in June and July, 
are twice as large as in the Common Tormentil, bright yellow,

i he ftem, though often quite fimple, is fometimes divided as 
i;i our fpccimen.
